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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1, 3-14, 33, and 34 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance of claims 1 and 3-5: 
None of the prior art of record, alone or in combination, discloses a bone anchor insertion device 
including a bone anchor attached to a nosepiece, and a suture tensioning mechanism comprising 
a suture knob and a suture ratchet wheel. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance of claims 6-14: 
None of the prior art of record, alone or in combination, discloses a bone anchor insertion 
device including a handle, an outer tube and inner tube fixed relative to each other, a pull tube 
insertable into the inner tube, and an actuator in the handle for pulling a pull tube proximally to 
deploy the laterally deployable member of the bone anchor. Publication No. US 2002/0128684 
Al to Foerster discloses a bone anchor insertion device with several concentric tubes, but none 
of them are fixed relative to each other {paragraphs [0100-0101]}. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance of claims 33 and 34: 
None of the prior art of record, alone or in combination, discloses a bone anchor insertion 
device including a bone anchor comprising a tubular body adapted to receive suture attached to a 
nosepiece, and a suture tensioning mechanism for tensioning suture, which is associated with the 
bone anchor.
